that he has fent Orders to his Nuncio at the 
Court of France, to make great Complaint of 
itto the King, and to’ prefs his Majefty to 
give Dire@ions for his Troops to move off 
the Ecclefiaftical Territories without delay. 


On the 4th the Pope held a Confiftory, in 


which he declar’d to the Sacred College the

On the 6th in 
the Night the Malecontents burnt a Village 
near Aiets ; The Marfhal de Montrevel who 
was in that City, fent out a Detachment to 
charge them in the Village, but they were 
hardly out of the Gates when the Malecon- 
tents had Intelligence given them of their 
coming by a Signal, fo that they had time to 
retire.
